Arizona, held to elsot delegates to the 
St. Louis convention, Tom Fitch, one 
of the most noted free silver advocates 
Iu the territory, WM called upon to 
ipenk, and responded in a speech which 
for simple eloquence and beauty of dic- 
tion deserves preservation. 
His reasons 


why he should remain in the Republican 
part; are unanswerable and (should be 
read by nil Republicans. The reading 
will in no way dwarf their enthusiasm 
for the grand old party. The full text 
of ilr. Fitch's speech is as follows: 


"GrBNTMMBS OF THJ5 CONVENTION—I 


thought that the seclusion that the up- 
per gallery grants, combined with other 
circumstances, would exempt me from 
any invitation to speak before this con- 
vention, bat yonr repeated calls leave 
me no alternative consistent with oour- 
teay but to answer them. 


"The speaker* who have addressed 


yon bave spoken of the free coinage of 
silver as a cardinal principle of tbe Re- 
publican party. I fear that the fit Louis 
convention may compel us to retrace 
some of our steps in this matter, and, 
as the statesmen who control this con- 
vention have not included me among 
those deemed most fit to represent Ari- 
zona at St. Lonis, I feel quite at liberty 
to tell the truth. 


"I suppose no one will question my 


long devotion to the cause of free ailvcr 
coinage. Years ago, at the inception of 
the -movememt, I, as vice president of 
the national executive committee of the 
silver convention, in connection with 
A. 3. Warner, the president of tha 
committee, traveled through the south 
and west preaching the doctrine of bi- 
metallism, and I have never since had 
occasion to change my views with re- 
spect to the great benefits that might 
result to this nation from tha complete 
restoration of silver as a money metal; 
and yet there are other circrmutauceg 
quite as influential which must be po- 
tent in determining my future action 
and the future action of many Repub- 
licans in this matter.

FARM DEBTS. 


They Ax* Heavier In the East Than They 


Are In the West. 


Statistics recently issued by the cen- 


sus bureau at Washington on the finan- 
cial condition of farmers show that 
while the mortgages upon western 
farms amount to a large sum, the 
farmers of the east aro even more deep- 
ly in debt. 


The total valuation of the farms in 


New York tmd in Iowa is almost identi- 
cal. Yet the farms of New York have 
mortgages upon them to the extent of 
$184,860,708, or 43 per cent of their 
total value, while Iowa's farms are in 
debt only 88 per cent of their value. In 
Nebraska, the home ot Candidate Bry- 
an, the percentage of inoumbrance, as 
compared with the value of the farms, 
la only 39 per cent, while in Pennsyl- 
vania it is 40.65 per cent, in Rhode 
Island 43.69, in Connecticut 40.64, in 
Delaware 44.04 and New Jersey 49.64. 
The fanners of Massachusetts are in 
debt to tha extent of $11,881,941. Those 
of Pennsylvania owe $78,838,978, those 
of Vermont $11,968,490 and those of 
Connecticut $8,567,786. 


In comparison with these the farmers 


of the state ot Arkansas are indebted 
only $2,083,840, of Georgia $1,697.500, 
of North Carolina $3,767,677 and Ken- 
tucky $5,S8<f,884. The percentage of the 
d«bt as compared with the values of the 
farms in Illinois is 84 per cent, in In- 
diana SO per cent, ill Kansas 86 per 
cent, Michigan 89 per cent and Minne- 
sota 81 per cent 


Of the western and southern states 


there are in Illinois 101,805 families 
owning their farms free of inonmbranoe, 
in Kentucky there are 118,080 in tbe 
same condition, in Missouri there are 
109,940, in Ohio 118,908, in Tennessee 
103,846, 'n Indiana 97,196, in Nebras- 
ka 60,6f.9, in Texas 119,098, in Ala- 
bama 68,798 and in Arkansas 76,961. 


Of tbe eastern states there are in New 


York '»7,C09 families who own their 
farms free of incumbranoe, in Massachu- 
setts only 80,435, in Connecticut 14,996, 
in Vew Jersey 11,080, in New Hamp- 
shire 80,810, in Rhode Island 8,839 and 
In Vermont 14,935. 


The average incnmbrance on each 


mortgaged farm in the eastern states is 
in New York $1,749, in Pennsylvania 
$1,716, in Rhode Island $1,625, in 
Connecticut 11,260, in Delaware $3,147, 
iu Massachusetts $1,323, and in Ver- 
mont $1,004. 


In the states of the west and south 


the average iuoumbronce on each farm 
is in Nebraska $1,084, in Kentucky $1,- 
069, in Illinois $1,634, in Indiana $872, 
in Michigan $890, in Minnesota $814, 
in Mississippi $019, iu Missouri $663, 
in South Carolina $830 and far Tennes- 
see $667. 


The Great Silnr 8peenl»tton 


To go to the silver standard—an in- 


evitable result of the free coinage of sil- 
ver at 16 to 1—is to put the money of 
the country at the mercy of the silver 
barons. Speculation in silver would 
drive its price np and down. The actual 
value of the dollar would depend en- 
tirely on the price of silver bullion, "t 
might be worth 63 cents, gold, today 
and 48 cents, gold, tomorrow and 60 
cents the day after. The wheat buyers 
would guard against possible loss to 
themselves by discounting possible 
downward fluctuations. If experience 
showed that the silver dollar was liable 
to vary 6 cents, gold, in bullion value, 
they would pay 6 cents less a bushel tor 
wheat all the time. If silver dropped, 
they would still be safe from possible 
loss. If it did not fall or rose tempora- 
rily, their profits would be greater. The 
farmer would have to stand the loss 
every time.—Toledo Blade. 


Whom It Hart*. 


Every man who has for yean carried 


a life insurance policy to be paid to his 
family after his death is beginning to 
realize that if these principles prevail 
his family will receive, in a depreciated 
currency, only half the value that he 
has provided for them. The 4,000,000 
persons who are depositors: in the sav- 
ings banks of the country are beginning 
to realize that their little savings will 
be cut in two and only half the values 
repaid to them in a depreciated cur- 
rency. Every person who holds a note 
or obligation for money loaned or prop- 
erty sold to another is beginning to re- 
alize that if tbese principles prevail he 
will receive bnt half tha amount that 
he has loaned or sold for.—Louisville 
Courier- Journal.

to Cadge Ver Money. 


Every American man must remember 


the shock of surprise with which he first 
encountered in an English novel the 
notion of a schoolboy, a gentleman's 
son, taking money as a gift from his 
parents' friends and guests. Nothing 
could have been more foreign to the 
American idea in my timo than that, 
and I suppose it is still the same. 
Neither parents nor boys could have 
submitted to the thought without mor- 
tification. Bnt here the feeling, or at 
least the fact, it spite different A hard 
working man who lives op to the last 
penny of a meager professional income 
can give a half sovereign tip to the 
schoolboy son of a friend or acquaint- 
ance of hia who has 930,000 a year, and 
tha boy will pocket it, and the father 
will, at the most, look th« other way. I 
need to think that this had its explana- 
tion in the fact that parents and chil- 
dren were not united by so close a bond 
hen as in America, and that the father 
oared less than any American father 
would care for the dignity and self re- 
spect of his eon. On tbe other hand, 
however, it is certain that the English 
father holds himself responsible for his 
son and spends money solicitously in 
trying to (tart him in life long past the 
stage when an American youth would 
be expected to go out and shift for him- 
self. And, indeed, the older one gets the 
plainer it is to be seen that'any and ev- 
ery attempt to dogmatize about the dif- 
ference between the two peoples of the 
two countries must be subjeot to all sorts 
of reservations and contradicting modi- 
fications. Bnt it is true that the English 
child is allowed to cadge for money in 
a way whioh is unknown to the Ameri- 
can child of the same social grade, and 
that this is by no means confined to 
relatively poor people. This fact has al- 
ways seemed to m* to rob the English 
child of a great deal of the interest 
whioh with us attaches to childhood. 
Not I alone find him lew interesting, it 
is a universal judgment upon him.— 
Harold Frederic in New York Times.

NAVAL SENTENCE DISAPPROVED

Washington, July 30,— The secretary 


of tho navy has disapproved the pro- 
ceedings, findings and sentences of dis- 
missal imposed by court-martial held 
at Mare Island, Cal., recently upon 
passed assistant paymaster Edwin B. 
Webster, lately attached to the York- 
town on the Ohtaa station. The officer 
was accused of having retained a bond 
exacted from his pay-clerk, W. J. 
Tobin, after 
having dismissed the 


clerk. The secretary finds that there 
were grave informalities In the pro- 
ceedings of the court which convicted 
the officer, and, moreover, inclines to 
the belief, based principally upon the 
testimony of 
Chief Engineer Web- 


ster, a brother officer on the Yorktown, 
that the money, amounting to 52,580, 
placed in the 
paymaster'* hands 


by 
Tobin's 
mother, 
was 
techni- 


cally a loan 
and not a 
bond. 


For these reasons he reverses the 
findings of the court and restores 
Webster to duty, but takes occasion 
to say that the transaction, in any 
sense in which it may be viewed, is 
disgraceful to Paymaster Webster and 
to the navy, and in spirit a violation of 
the statute prohibiting any office to 
take money for procuring an appoint- 
ment. It was scandalous in any case, 
says the secretary, that Webster should 
fall to pay back after th e termination 
of Tobin's service the m oney received 
by him in consideration of his appoint- 
men as clerk, and should he for any 
great length of time persist in this 
failure, the department may be ex- 
pected to proceed further iu this mat- 
ter.

The im- 
provement wa* not BO great as his 
physician* had hoped for and within 
the past week the patient had suffered 
mnoh from mental depression and mel- 
ancholia. 
On Monday his physical 


condition showed a marked change for 
tbe worse, and yesterday his condition 
became critical Hi* devoted wife tra* 
with him when the end came, which 
wa* peacful and apparently painless 
The Immediate cause of death is un- 
derstood to be nephritis, from which 
he had suffered for many yeara. 


ROBERt GARRETTS CAREER. 


K«fl a Vortaiio of S13,ooer,ooo, Hit Rail* 


road Bxporloaeo WM a Vatlvro. 


Bobert Garrett, eldest son of the 


great railroad man and banker, John 
W. Oarrett, was born In Baltimore on 
April 9, 1847. After he was graduated 
from Princeton college he was taken 
into the banking firm of Robert Gar- 
rett & Son, which had been founded by 
his grandfather and was then being 
managed by his father. 
When Gen. 


Bobert & Lee resigned from the preii- 
dency of the Valley railroad of Vir- 


i ginia, Bobert Garrett, who was then 


24 yeara old, succeeded him. In 1879 
he was elected third vice-president of 
the Baltimore & Ohio road of which his 
father was president. Two years later 
he was advanced to the first vice-presi- 
dency. His father trained him care- 
fully in banking and railroad methods, 
but the young man had been reared 
amid too much luxury'to permit ot his 
growing into the same practical busi- 
ness habits that characterized his 
father. 
When his father died in 1S64 


Bobert succeeded him as president of 
the Baltimore & Ohio road. The for- 
tune he inherited from his father was 
estimated atS12,OaO,000. Within three 
years after the mantle of his father 
had fallen upon his shoulders the 
great Baltimore & Ohio road, which 
was considered 
almost 
part and 


parcel of the government of Maryland 
itself, passed out of Garrett's hands. 
He had the mortification of seeing one 
of his subordinates raised to the presi- 
dency from which he had been deposed 
and, 
to fill the cup of his bitterness, his 


•worst enemy, Jay Gould, gobbled up 
the Baltimore & Ohio Telegraph com- 
pany, which had been the only tele- 
graph company that had been able for 
a long time successfully to fight the 
Western Union company. Garrett had 
for a long time coveted the Philadel- 
phia, Wilmington & Baltimore rail- 
road. President Thomas A. Scott of 
the Pennsylvania road also wanted to 
get possession of it, and finally suc- 
ceeded in getting in ahead of Gar- 
rett, through, it is said, the lat- 
ter's unguarded tongue in giving his 
plans away. Unable to bear this de- 
feat with 
equanimity, Mr. Garrett 


built a road ot his own which cost over 
$8,000,000 and proved a fizzle. And 
that was the beginning of the end, Mr. 
Garrett's wife was a Miss Frick of 
Baltimore, a charming and accom- 
plished woman.
